sioner concerning tuberculin testing of all cattle sold 

in Kansas for dairy purposes, is a progressive move 
to safeguard both buyer and seller, and check the spread 
of tuberculosis in Kansas. It provides for the tuberculin 
testing of dairy cattle sold at public auction, and also pro- 
vides for a retest guarantee under certain conditions. 
An important clause places restrictions on cattle brought 
from outside the state, to be sold at either public auc- 
tion or private sale within the state under guarantee. 

The new ruling went into effect August first, 1922, 
replacing all previous rulings bearing on the subject, 
which applied chiefly to the purchase and shipment of 
eattle into the state. The commissioner, J. H. Mercer, 
states that in the six months since the ruling took effect, 
a considerable number of adjustments have been made 
with outside shippers. It has not been necessary to re- 
sort to court action to the present time, to make any 
settlements. The law provides a heavy penalty for eva- 
sion of the ruling. : 

Nothing in the new rules in any way affects the federal 
accredited herd testing, which is making rapid progress 
in the state. The provisions of the new ruling are as 
follows: 

“Rule 1. It is hereby ordered that cattle to be used 
for dairy purposes, except those from herds under state 
and federal supervision must be sold at public sales with 
a tuberculin test record showing that the animals have 
been tuberculin tested by an accredited state or federal 
veterinarian not more than ninety days previous to date 
of sale. 

“Rule 2. It is further ordered that cattle to be used for 
dairy purposes cannot be sold at private or public sale, 
except under a tuberculin retest guarantee. The tuber- 
culin reteset must be applied by a veterinarian holding 
a commission from the State Live Stock Sanitary Commis- 
sioner, or a veterinary inspector of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, United States Department of Agriculture. 

“In case reactors are found, if said reactors originated 
outside the state, they are either to be returned to 
owner at point of origin in line with Federal Regulation 
No. 7., or disposed of for immediate slaughter under the 
direction of the State Live Stock Sanitary Commissioner, 
without appraisement. In case reactors are found origi- 
nating within the state, they must be returned to the origi- 
nal owners for final disposition under the direction of the 
State Live Stock Sanitary Commissioner. 

“Rule 3. In order to make the retest guarantee valid, 
the purchaser of cattle under the foregoing rules and reg- 
ulations must comply with the following requirements: 


T HE ruling of the Kansas Livestock Sanitary Commis- 


cattle until retest is made by an accredited veterinarian. 
If the purchaser’s original herd has been properly tested 
and are classed as free from tuberculosis, then segrega 
tion is not required. 

“(2) Retest must be made any time after a period of 
sixty days and within ninety days from date of purchase. 
Any variation from this time for retest must be agreed to 
by the original owner or the guarantee will be invalid. 

“Nule 4. In line with the following resclution, adopted 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association of Kansas at their 
meeting held in March, 1920. 


** ‘Resolved, That the Holstein-Friesian Association of Kan- 
sas respectfully requests the State Live Stock Sanitary Commis- 
sioner of Kansas to make a ruling that all cattle to be offered 
for sale at public sales be tuberculin tested by some veteri- 


narian other than the owner of the cattle.’ 


“It is hereby ordered, to avoid any difficulty, that owners 
having their cattle tested under the provisions of these 
rules for public or private sales must secure the serv- 
ices of an accredited veterinarian not financially inter 
ested in the cattle. 

“Rule 5. Any person violating the provisions of the 
foregoing rules and regulations is subject to the pains and 
penalties of the following law: 

“Section 24, Chapter 495, Laws of 1905.—Any person who 
shall violate, disregard or evade, or attempt to violate, disregard 
or evade, any of the rules, regulations, orders or directions of 
the Live Stock Sanitary Commissioner establishing and govern- 
ing quarantine shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and be 
fined in any sum not less than $100, nor more than $5,000.’ 


“These rules and regulations shall take effect and be 
in force on and after August 1, 1922, and supersede all 
previous rulings bearing on the subject. 

Suggestions 

“It is suggested that parties purchasing dairy cattle 
from owners living outside the state protect themselves 
to the extent of requiring the owners to give bond for 
the fulfillment of their contracts, or withold one-half the 
purchase price of the cattle until the retest is made. Un- 
less purchasers protect themselves by substantial con- 
tracts they become the losers, as they will receive, in 
case reactors are found, only the salvage from the sale 
of such reactors. 

“It is also suggested that parties buying cattle from 
owners within the state have a thorough understanding 
regarding the guarantee that follows under the tuberculin 
retest rules and regulations, so that there will be no 
difficulty in adjusting matters in case of reactors under 
the retest.” 

Additional rulings issued in Bulletin 16 make pro- 
vision for area tuberculin testing whereby county and

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Some Principles of Holstein Field Work 


| A Discussion Before the Field Secretaries’ Conference February 15, 1923 
By C. M. LONG 








—_—_—__—— 





THING that should be made clear at 
A the outset is our attitude toward all 

field work. We shall always remem- 
ber that we are dairymen first and breed rep- 
resentatives next. In other words we think 
we should work first for the betterment of 
the dairy industry believing that anything 
that helps the dairy industry will help our 
breed. 

If we put on a better sires campaign it 
will be a general campaign for better sires 
not a Holstein sire campaign. After we have 
created a desire for better bulls, if the local 
Holstein breeders do not cash in on this 








copy for local breeders to use in their loca] 
papers, we will have posters for banks and 
cuts for out door posters and news articles. 
We will have slides and outlines for lectures. 

Another service the extension department 
will be able to render is that of keeping the 
clubs alive and functioning. All of us who 
have been in extension work know how hard 
it is to keep an organization alive. . Many 
counties have had each township organized 
with their president, vice-president and 
secretary chairman. They meet once or 
twice and then nobody comes. That is be- 
cause there is nothing to do. No one has 








opportunity they do not deserve to. 

The same principle will apply in cow test- 
ing associations, and calf club work and in fact in all our 
work. 

The commendation we are receiving from extension 
workers on this broad minded stand is gratifying indeed. 

I do not need to call your attention to the importance 
to us in having the good will of these workers. 

Another part of our policy shall be to work with exist- 
ing agencies instead of setting up new agencies. We con- 
ceive of our work as that of promotion. Extension work to 
be successful must be followed up. We have no means of 
doing follow up work. The extension people of our Col- 
leges have excellent means of doing this work. Then too 
the extension forces of the colleges and government know 
better than any one else what kind of work is needed and 
where it is needed. 

To illustrate what I mean, suppose we wanted to do 
some cow testing association work in any one of your 
states. We would with your assistance get in touch with 
the extension workers and find out where they wanted this 
work done. We would assist in putting on this cow test 
associations campaign but when it was over and the asso- 
ciation organized it would be the college extension depart- 
ments cow testing association not ours. 

If an extension man comes to a county to organize 
some bull associations it will be the business of our county 
bull association manager to go to him and offer assistance 
and to notify our office of the work and we will offer assis- 
tance. The detailed nature of the assistance in the way 
of publicity is roughly as follows: We will have a plan of 
campaign mapped out with news articles for the papers 
about the value of better sires. We will have advertising 


‘ arranged a program. Even where programs 

have been arranged the members have soon 
told all their experiences and there is nothing worth while 
to say any more and interest dies out. I have seen this 
happen so often that lately I have not thought it worth 
my while to form the organization. 

On the other hand we all realize the necessity for such 
organizations. We believe that a good state organization 
depends on a good county organization and our National 
organization will be greatly strengthened by strong state 
organizations. ; 

We have a plan by which we think live active locals 
can be maintained. It is not new in principle but the 
application is somewhat new. The county agents have 
used this idea in their work with some success. They call 
it the local committee plan. Some of our state associa- 
tions have used this plan. Ohio has developed it under 
what they call a manager for each line of work or project 
they undertake. Like Bull Association Manager, Calf Club 
Manager, Contest Association Manager, Publicity Manager, 
Show Herd Manager, Legislative Manager, etc. Instead 
of having the two or three men for a project as in the 
committee plan we will have only one. Instead of leaving 
this man to his own devices as has been the case hereto- 
fore we will furnish him tools to work with as indicated a 
while ago. The committee men on alfalfa might not care 
much whether his neighbor had alfalfa or not. He might 
think let him get it the best way he can like I did. Our 
deputies as we shall call them will not feel that way. He 
has a selfish interest to serve in getting Holsteins intro- 
duced. He himself has cattle to sell and the progress of 
the herd effects his pocketbook. When the local meeting

From an initial investment of a few hundred dollars 
in foundation females the Holstein herd has been en- 
larged to 33 females and two bulls. The valuation of the 
herd is given at $20,000, an extremely conservative figure. 
Very recently an offer of $1,000 was made for the senior 
herd bull, a grandson of one of the foundation cows and 
sired by a bull which the university leased during those 
days when there were no funds available to purchase a 
herd sire. Although this herd is unquestionably one of 
the best in the country it has been developed at a re- 
markably low cost. 

At the start there were not sufficient funds for the 
purchase of any great number of foundation animals, al- 
though the institution fully realized the need for establish- 
ing good dairy herds in a state which was turning its at- 
tention to the dairy industry. It was extremely fortunate 
however, that among the few foundation females pur- 
chased at first there were two exceptional cows. Those 
two have since earned a place in the university hall of 
fame along with the other “heroes” honored for services 
in behalf of a growing institution. 

With insufficient money to buy as many females as 
were desired, the purchase of a high-class bull was com- 
pletely out of the question, so all energy was concen-

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The Deputy Plan 


PLAN which promises to increase very greatly the 
A effectiveness of Holstein extension work is now 

being put into operation through the efforts of the 
National Extension Service. This plan recognizes the 
fundamental importance of the local or county organiza- 
tion and provides a practical method for active work along 
approved lines by these local organizations. In the past, 
many local clubs have failed of worth while accomplish- 
ment because of a lack of a definite goal and a compre- 
hensive plan for carrying out and getting results from 
projects undertaken. 

The plan fostered by the National Extension Service 
provides for the appointment of county deputies, each in 
charge of a separate project to which he will devote his 
attention. These deputies will work more closely with the 
other organized agencies within the state and will be pro- 
vided with complete information as to methods, etc., re- 
lating to each project. Seven main lines of extension work 
are being undertaken through the Deputy plan, these being 
bull clubs, cow test associations, calf clubs, publicity, 
show herds, sales, and legislation, the latter including 
tuberculosis control. Each local association is being asked 
to undertake at least three of these lines of work under 
the Deputy plan. Many of them are taking up a larger 
number. 

In this issue, C. M. Long, who is in charge of the field 
work of the National Extension Service, outlines iin some 
detail the method of operation under the Deputy plan. 
Over a hundred deputies have already been appointed by 
local clubs and the number is being constantly expanded. 
The plan is not an experiment as it has been used for 
several years by the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association 
where it has proven an outstanding success. Details of 
the plan were thoroughly discussed at a meeting of state 
secretaries in the Extension Service office in February 
and were given unanimous approval. This plan comes 
nearer than anything yet devised to bring about that ideal 
condition where every breeder will be an active extension 
worker for the promotion of the breed. 


Farm Credits 


ENERAL satisfaction is expressed by agricultural 
G leaders in regard to the rural credits legislation 
adopted by the recent Congress. Concerning this 


legislation, the American Farm Bureau Federation, in its 
weekly news letter of March 8, comments as follows. 


“Two distinct and separate rural credit systems 
were created in the consolidated credit bill which 
was passed by Congress in the closing hours. One 
system sets up governmentally operated and capital- 
ized federal intermediate credit banks in the 12 
federal farm loan districts and thus provides a 
system whereby the farmer may have access to the 
great reservoir of moneys and credits: the other 
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provides for privately owned and operated agricul- 
tural credit corporations. 

The governmental system of federal intermedi- 
ate credit banks will make loans direct to coopera- 
tive farm organizations if for any reason the present 
existing local banks will not lend to them. These 
big federal intermediate credit banks also will redis- 
count agricultural paper with a maturity of six 
months to three years, thus affording local banks of 
all kinds opportunity to lend money to farmers for 
a period which corresponds to the growing of crops 
and livestock. This will make it unnecessary for 
banks to insist, as they do now, that the notes run 
for only three months. This should result not only 
in lower interest rates, but in the elimination of the 
frequent renewal of notes and commissions.”’ 


The limit of loans to individual members of cooperative 
loan associatior ' was raised to $25,000. A conference of 
the Federal Farm Loan Board and presidents of the Fe@- 
eral Land-Banks was held in Washington the week follow. 
ing the passage of the act to discuss ways and means of 
administering this new farm credits law. It is expected 
that the new law can be made operative and loans offered 
before the end of April. 

In this connection, the annual report of the Farm Loan 
Board is of interest. This report shows that there are now 
210,501 members of loan associations with loans aggregat- 
ing nearly $639,500,000. This amount closely approaches 
the total of loans made by the federal reserve banking 
system to member banks. Add to the total the loans made 
by the sixty-three joint stock land-banks, amounting to 
$130,000,000, and we have a grand total of nearly $800,000.- 
000 in farm loans already placed through these agencies. 
It will thus be seen that these Federal Land Banks have 
become a mighty force for agricultural progress. 


Feeds and Feeding 


HE eighteenth edition of Feeds and Feeding by Henry 
T and Morrison has been issued in celebration of the 

twenty-fifth anniversary of the book. This is the 
standard reference volume on the subject covered by the 
title and is quoted as an authority in the bulletins and 
reports of practically all of the experiment stations in the 
United States, as well as in the publications of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

The new edition places special emphasis on the epoch- 
making discoveries in animal nutrition which have been 
made during the past few years. Through the cooperation 
of the experiment stations, there are included in this new 
edition the results of scores of exceedingly important in- 
vestigations which have not yet been published in regular 
bulletin form. To include the large amount of new mate- 
rial, it was necessary to add eighty pages, making a total 
of over 770 pages. The price of the regular edition, how- 
ever, has not been increased, selling at $3.85, postpaid. 

An illustrated “anniversary” edition containing in addi- 
tion to the regular text matter, over two hundred care- 
fully selected illustrations has also been prepared. This 
edition is handsomely bound in dark green library buck- 
ram and sells for $4.50. Half leather binding can be fur- 
nished at $5.25.

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New York Ass’n to Continue Extension Efforts

LTHOUGH the New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 

tion has suffered greatly through the sad death of its 

late secretary, Elmer R. Zimmer, the directors have 
taken steps to continue the splendid extension work done 
py this association throughout New York. Announcement 
ig made of the appointment of M. C. Bond, at present head 
of the department of animal husbandry and dairying at the 
New York State School of Agriculture to the position of 
field secretary. 

Mr. Bond is a native of Vermont and was born and 
raised on a dairy tarm. He was graduated from Thetford 
academy in 1916 and the following fall entered the Uni- 
versity of Vermont where he took a two-year course, during

which time he earned his way through college by working 
at the University dairy farm. 

In the spring of 1918, Mr. Bond left college to take up 
emergency farm bureau work in Orleans County, Vermont. 
When he became of age he enlisted in the army and en- 
tered the officers’ training camp at Plattsburg to be com- 
missioned and later was stationed at Camp Grant, Rock- 
ford, Ill. After being discharged from the army following 
the signing of the armistice Mr. Bond returned to college 
and completed his course, graduating in 1919. He entered 
his present employment at Morrisville the fall following 
his graduation from the University of Vermont and has 
been at Morrisville since. 

Mr. Bond is a thorough Holstein man, and while in his 
present position worked with the New York Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association in many projects that it had under way 
in Madison County. The judging teams prepared under his 
tutelage at Morrisville won first place among. the state 
schools of New York, and the 1923 team was the highest 
scoring team in the state at a farmer’s week contest held 
at Ithaca recently . 

Mr. Bond will take up his duties with the New York 
Association about May Ist.

Plans for the future of the New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association have been worked out by the Board of Direct- 
ors and are now laid before the members of that associa- 
tion in New York through the medium of letters. The 
Association further expresses its program through a four- 
page folder which has been broadcasted to the member- 
ship in the state. 

The New York Association has practically undivided 
support in the state now, various differences between so 
called factions having been ironed out and every important 
part of each faction now being solidly behind the Associa- 








tion in an effort to boost the merits of New York Hosteins. 

It is planned to finance the association this year as far 
as the contribution of New York breeders directly to the 
Association is concerned through the county clubs. Each 
club has assumed, or is expected to assume, the respon- 
sibility for the collection of members’ fees in the territory 
of the club. There are thirty-four active clubs covering 
forty-one counties functioning in the state and a great 
majority have a joint fee with the association and has ac- 
cepted responsibility for the collection of its share of the 
finances. The membership fee is similar to that of other 
organizations and to that of past years in New York ex- 
cept that while the minimum remains at $5.00 the addi- 
tiona fee for females over the minimum of ten head is 25 
cents per head. Females under one year are not counted 
and grade cattle are charged at ten cents each. 

The association has a membership goal of 2,000 and 
that number of members in paid standing is necessary to 
properly finance the Association and to put across an 
effective extension campaign in conjunction with the Na- 
tional Association’s Extension Department. The New York 
Association expends for extension work the fifty cent re- 
bate on all transfers originating within the state. 

President Bigler in a letter to Holstein breeders of New 
York has this to say of the approaching National Dairy 
Show to be held in New York State for the first time: 

“The coming of the National Dairy Show to our 
state for the first time places a responsibility on our 
breeders to demonstrate our claim of being the great- 
est Hostein state and alone should justify active in- 
terest in the Association and financial support of it. 

We want to make the most of this opportunity to place 

our cattle prominently before the people of other 

states and foreign nations. Our Association can only 
do its most effective work when it has the active sup- 
port of practicaliy all our breeders.” 

In New York as in other states the state organization 
has played an increasingly large part in the development 
of extension work for the Holstein industry. These state 
organizations when properly functioning deserve the en- 
tire support of every person interested in the success of 
the industry. They cannot be entirely successful until 
they have one hundred per cent support and the financial 
requirements of membership are sufficiently light that 
every person owning one or more Holstein cattle and in- 
terested one whit in the future of the industry can afford 
to play his part in the state association’s affairs. 

It is not only by financial support but by active exten- 
sion work such as the association can point out to the 
breeders that the most effective support can be rendered. 
The World wishes to take this occasion to express its 
hearty endorsement of the work of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association and to urge every person in- 
terested in Holstein cattle within the confines of the 
state to become actively identified with the association and 
to assist it in carrying out its plans for the betterment of 
the Holstein industry in the state.

This is an average of 74.4 
lbs. milk a day during each day of the year and raises the highest 
previous mark in her class by over 1000 lbs. She displaces Leda 
Hartog Segis, a daughter of Matador Segis Walker, whose figures 
were 26,078.6 lbs. milk with 991.45 lbs. butter. Wocdbine Rosa Prilly 
carried a calf 195 days of her year and gained several hundred pounds 
in weight. At the beginning of her lactation period, she made an 
official 7-day record of 22.61 lbs. butter, 496.9 lbs. milk. We find that 
Woodbine Rosa Prilly has another 7-day record made fifty days after 
calving, of 17.016 lbs. fat, (21.27 lbs. butter) 620.3 lbs. milk, the milk 
record being one of the highest ever reported for a junior two-year-old. 

One of the most remarkable features of this record is the fact 
that Woodbine Rosa Prilly was born twin to a male and as such a 
small proportion of these freemartin heifers ever breed, it was only 
on account of her unusually strong pedigree that she was raised at 
all. As it was, she was not highly regarded, passing a neglected 
calfhood and running in pasture right up to calving time. In fact, it 
is stated that she never had any grain until after she had freshened. 
Her sire, King Segis Alcartra Prilly, has another 27,000-lb. senior 
two-year-old daughter, until recently a world’s champion in that class, 
and another daughter holds the world’s junior three-year-old butter 
record for seven and thirty days. Her dam, Woodbine Rosa Pearl, has 
a 7-day record of 30.40 lbs. butter, 742.1 lbs. milk. She was by Wood- 
bine Pontiac Hengerveld, a son of King Pontiac Champion out of a 
daughter of King Segis Pontiac, and the second dam, May Rosa 7th, 
has a 30-lb. 7-day record, being sired by Admiral Walker Pietertje and 
from the foundation cow, May Rosa, with seven great record daugh- 
ters. We will submit that Woodbine Rosa Prilly is in every way a 
very exceptional champion producer.

The 2-year- 
old Johanna Boelyn Gem _  Segis, 
No. 573030, made the record of 726.4 
lbs. milk during the 7 day test and 
thru a severe blizzard and snow 
storm. 


She is the oldest daughter of Paul 
Segis Fayne and by the same dam 
as Carnation Matador. 

She freshened on Dec. 22, without 
any preparation. I started her on 
semi work Jan. 1st, milking 73 lbs. 
She continued to increase, her flow 
reaching 100 lbs. on Jan. 29, making 
a total of 2800.2 lbs. of milk for Jan. 
her 2 day average being 3.75 per cent 
fat. 

She reached 105 lbs. milk per day 
in Feb. so when tester came to run 
her on retest she made in the 2 days 
209.7. I continued her for the 7-day 
test making 726.4 lbs. milk and 24.94 
lbs. butter. 

This is the 2d heifer tested out of 
Paul Segis Fayne, the first one, 
a Junior 2-year-old milked 526 Ibs. 
milk and 20.1 lbs. butter in 7 days. 

She consumes her feed readily and 
seems under no special strain, eating 
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1 lb. of feed for every 4 lbs. milk Pro- 
duced. Feed mixture of oats, corn 
bran, oil meal and soy bean’ meaj’ 
eating also 40 lbs. mangels daily ang 
10 lbs. beet pulp soaked in water with 
a little molasses and all the hay gho 
wants. . :

THE J. E. SLYDER DISPERSAL 
SALE 


In the J. E. Slyder dispersal sale 
which was held at the farm of the 
owner at Seven Valleys, York 
County, Pennsylvania, March 12, the 
herd of eighteen Holsteins, consist- 
ing of nine cows, one yearling heifer 
and eight calves, three of which were 
bulls, brought a total of $3743, or an 
average of nearly $208 per head.

TUBERCULOSIS SUMMARY FOR 
FEBRUARY 


A total of 235,516 head were tested 
with 7,402 reactors during the month 
of February under an accredited herd 
plan, according to a report from the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. Over a 
thousand new accredited herds were 
added during the month, bringing the 
total to 24,132, containing 522,247 
head. Indiana increases her lead with 
nearly three hundred additions dur- 
ing the month, bringing the total to 
2730. Wisconsin comes second with 
2268 herds and with the largest num- 
ber of animals, 51,680. There are now 
3,823,439 head in 332.887 herds under 
supervision, with an additional wait- 
ing list of 67,506 herds, containing ap- 
proximately 885,500 head. The wait- 
ing list increases from month to 
month.

The February report of official test- 
ing in Maryland shows Holsteins in 
the lead in point of number in this 
state where the Guernseys have held 
a substantial lead in the past.

I read your editorial on Sub-Div. B 
in regard to the advisibility of retain- 
ing this division or not. I personally 
feel it would be a mistake to discon- 
tinue this class as it looks better to 
me every year. It is the only class 
we have by which we can show the 
true dairy value of the Holstein cow 
and the demand for real dairy cows 
is becoming stronger every day and 
the other breeds are crowding us so 
hard that it behooves the Holstein 


breeders to show just what the pure- 
bred Holstein cow which is bred for 
milk and butter production can do in 
our dairies. 

The public sales in this section 
show plainly that the day of the cow 
which is just a purebred is past and 
her value is now where it should al- 
ways have been, just what she is 
worth to milk, the same as a grade 
cow.

records. This type of cow sells readily 
and at a good price. The dairy farmer 
today is becoming educated in pure- 
breds and when he buys a cow at a 
good price he wants to know from her 
pedigree that she has the breeding 
and by her A. R. O. records the ability 
to produce and transmit those quali- 
ties. This condition has caused more 
and more A. R. O. work to be done. 
That is where Sub-Div. B. should have 
come to the front but I find a gooq 
many breeders realize that it takes a 
real cow to produce a good record in 
Sub-Div. B, while by milking three or 
four times a day, most any cow can 
pass the requirements and get a fair 
record. Therefore the average 
breeder takes no chances on Sub-Divy. 
B but milks three or four times a day 
in the breeders Division and his cows 
get into A. R. O. with a fair record. 

Sub-Div. B has the same entry re- 
quirements as the Breeders Diy. 
which is not right. Either one is too 
low or the other is too high and from 
my personal experience I believe that 
the entry requirements in Sub-Div. B 
are O. K., but should be raised in the 
Breeders Division very materially as 
our purebred cows today must pro- 
duce at full age very close to 15,000 
lbs. of milk to be a profitable cow to 
keep, and breed from. She should 
also produce around 450 Ibs. of butter 
fat. 


Therefore the cow milked three or 
four times a day should materially in- 
crease this amount. If the butter fat 
requirements for the Breeders Divi- 
sion were raised to the point where 
they should be to make these records 
show the superiority of the purebred 
Holstein I think it would materially 
increase the amount of testing in Sub- 
Div. B. and this increase in Standard 
would boost the Standard of the pure- 
bred Holstein all along the line.

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CRITICISM OF SUB—DIV. B. 
TREATMENT 


1 have read your editorial on Sypb-. 
division B with great interest and as 
| have had cows on test in a cow test 
association, in Sub. B and in Sub. A. 
I can give you a little information as 
to the relative production under the 
three conditions. I find that it is rea- 
sonable to expect an increase of 10% 
in production in Sub. B., over the pro- 
duction of the same cows when tested 
by a cow test association. This seems 
to be the result of better care and 
feeding which follows such semi-offj- 
cial work. My figures seem to show 
that we can expect that a cow will 
produce 25% to 30% more in Sub- 
division A than in Subdivision B. 


In regard to Sub. B., I am thorough- 
ly disgusted. Last season I ran 8 
cows in Sub. B., and have three on 
now but they are the last that I will 
run in that division until conditions 
are changed. I am well pleased with 
the records we have made as some of 
them have been very good indeed. 
The trouble is the cost of running a 
Sub. B test is very nearly as great as 
in Sub. A, and after we get a B rec- 
ord it is of very little value, for few 
of the breeders know anything about 
it. There has never been any effort 
made to popularize this division and 
the records made are treated in an off- 
hand kind of a way that does nothing 
The results when 
published are mixed in with the re- 
ports of the A division in such a man- 
ner that unless they are carefully 
read it is hard to find them. It must 
be admitted that sometimes they 
make the A _ division records look 
pretty sick and I sometimes wonder 
if that is not the secret of the lack of 
publicity for the B division. 

Don’t you think it is about time to 
have a thorough overhauling of our 
record divisions? We have some divi- 
sions that are out of date such as the 
30-day, 60-day and maybe some others. 
Certainly Sub. B as it now stands 
seems to be on its last legs and as 
soon as the new fat requirements take 
effect it will die a sudden death. I 
have had some correspondence with 
Supt. Gardner on this subject and he 
tells me that there is a committee at 
work on another new sub-division but 
which has not been settled as yet. I 
understand that this proposed new 
subdivision is for cows to be milked 
three times a day. Would it not be 
better to change the rules of Sub. B. 
so as to permit milking three times 
per day after the first 45 days? This 
would avoid any addition to the al- 
ready too numerous classes we now 
have.

trated on the purchasing of breeding 
cows. By cooperating with the larger 
northwest breeders in leasing high- 
class young bulls the university solved 
the problem of getting good blood into 
the offspring without the expense in- 
cidental to purchasing a herd sire. 
This arrangement was possible 
through the desire of the breeders to 
have their young bulls tested before 
using them on their own herds. By 
paying a nominal fee the university 
benefitted by the use of the bull and 
the breeder had him tried and held in 
reserve without expense. 

At present there is but one cow in 
the Holstein herd that was not bred 
on the university farm. 

Alaska Yukon Colantha (126,465) 
and Cascade Violet Cornucopia (108,- 
317), the two females retained from 
the first few purchased for foundation 
purposes, have been outstanding in 
the herd development. The main con- 
tribution of Cascade Violet Cornuco- 
pia was her daughter, Idaho Violet 
Posch Ormsby (337,275), whose blood 
dominates almost 50 per cent of the 
pedigrees of the present herd animals. 
Alaska Yukon Colantha, or “Old Co- 
lantha” as she is known by those who 
have been associated with the herd 
during the long stages of development, 
is a daughter of Colantha Johanna 
Lad. She is now 13 and _ one-halt 
years old; but in spite of the fact that 
her youthful days are long since 
passed she is still a profitable pro- 
ducer and is still with the herd which 
she helped so well to start. “Old Co- 
lantha” has many grand and great 
granddaughters in the herd and her 
descendants are still increasing in 
number. Most of her female descend- 
ants are yet young cows and consid- 
erable is expected of them when they 
reach the proper age for maximum pro- 
duction. 

During the first six or seven years 
the university leased the services of 
four different bulls, although most of 
the animals in the present herd trace 
their greatness to the two foundation 
cows and the very prepotent sire, King 
Segis Matador Walker (172,052), a 
son of Matador Segis Walker. This 
bull was used for about two years but 
due to the small number of females 
of breeding age in the herd at that 
time he left only 13 daughters, of 
whom 11 are still in the herd. “King” 
was without question one of the great- 
est breeding bulls in the northwest 
and although his daughters are very 
young cows, none having had more 
than two calves, their records already 
give him a place in the hall of Hol- 
stein fame. He has 12 advanced reg- 
istered daughters of which seven 
made yearly records as two-year-olds, 
with an average increase of 115 
pounds of butterfat over the records 
of their dams at the same age. 

These seven prove beyond doubt 
the benefits of good breeding. Should 
these seven cows continue to produce 
for five years, their total increase in 
production over that of their dams 
would be 4,025 pounds of butterfat. 
which figured at 35 cents per pound, 
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would mean an increase in revenue 
of $1,408.75, directly attributive to the 
transmitting power of the sire. This 
is an outstanding example of the eco- 
nomic advantage of using high class 
bulls for breeding. These cows are 
making even better records with their 
second calves than with their first. 

These seven daughters, at the av- 
erage age of three years, three months 
and five days had an average produc- 
tion of over 19,500 pounds of milk and 
650 pounds of butterfat, equivalent to 
over 800 pounds of butter. Among 
them is a junior four-year-old who has 
just finished a record of approximately 
24,000 pounds of milk and 815 pounds 
of butterfat, equal to 1,020 pounds of 
butter. A senior three-year-old, also 
numbered in the seven, has a record of 
23,300 pounds of milk and 825 pounds 
of butterfat, equivalent to 1031 pounds 
of butter. Another, a junior three- 
year-old, gave 19,366 pounds of milk, 
608.6 pounds of butterfat, equal to 760 
pounds of butter. Still another pro- 
duced 19,038.1 pounds of milk, 614 
pounds of butterfat, or 770 pounds ci 
butter. All of the above records rank 
first in the state in their respective 
classes by wide margins. The junior 
three-year-old has freshened again 
and in one day recently gave 103 
pounds of milk. Her production rec- 
ord for the first four months of her 
test indicates that she will break all 
previous records for the State of Idaho. 

Many have asked the university re- 
garding the location of King Segis 
Matador Walker, whose services in 
building the university herd will never 
be forgotten. After his two years at 
the university his owner sold him to 
another herd, which proved to be in- 
fected with tuberculosis and after con- 
tracting the disease he was slaugh- 
tered. Thus came the untimely end of 
one of the greatest bulls ever known 
in the northwest. 


The university herd now has 20 fe- 
males of milking age and of this num- 
ber 11 are daughters of the famous old 
“King.” 

In the present herd Alaska Yukon 
Colantha has one daughter, five grand- 
daughters and three great grand- 
daughters while Idaho Violet Posch 
Ormsby, the daughter of Cascade Vio- 
let Cornucopia, has two sons, three 
daughters, five granddaughters and 
one great granddaughter, which makes 
the herd a real “family affair.’”’ Three 
of “Old Colantha’s” daughters have 
been given advanced registration, one 
having made over 23,000 pounds of 
milk and 1000 pounds of butter as a 
senior three-year-old. Although this 
veteran Cow was never given an oppor- 
tunity while in her prime to establish 
any records for herself she paid long 
ago all debts against her by giving 
the herd such high-class. offspring. 
Several of her granddaughters hold 
state records. 

“Old Violet,” has become a house- 
hold word on dairy farms throughout 
the state, for Idaho Violet Posch 
Ormsby has been in the limelight con- 
stantly for the last three or four 
years. She started out on the road to 
fame by breaking the state yearly pro- 
duction record with 1001 pounds of 
butter. The next year she shattered 
her own achievement with a produc- 
tion of 1007 pounds. She is now near- 
ing the end of a test which may pass 
the 1200-lb. mark by a comfortable 
margin.* This last test was started at 
nine years and five months. Two 
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daughters of this cow are now on test 
one is expected to make over 900 lbs. 
of butter and the other 800 pounds, — 

In addition to her contribution ‘of 
females to the herd “Old Violet” has 
produced two good sons; both are now 
in service in the herd. These two 
bulls are the first Holstein bulls ever 
owned by the university and were 
both sired by King Segis Matador 
Walker. Both have been leading prize 
winners at western livestock shows in 
competition with the best animals 
entered by the larger private breed- 
ers. The older son, King Segis Vio. 
let Posch Idaho, is already in the 
advanced registry, having sired foyr 
daughters qualifying for advanced 
registration. The younger son is Mat- 
ador Violet Idaho. It was the older 
bull that the eastern breeder sought 
to purchase from the university for 
$1,000. ; 

During the slow process of build- 
ing up this herd the university has 
not been out more for upkeep than 
would have been necessary in keep- 
ing a herd of lower quality. This 
means of securing increased produc- 
tion should be highly significant to 
the farmer who is entering the dairy 
business on a small scale with the 
hopes of developing a larger herd. If 
the daughter of a high-class sire js 
able to record a material increase 
over the production of her dam that 
increase is almost clear “velvet.” It 
may be possible to start out with only 
low-grade females’ but _ successive 
breeding to good bulls will give eventu- 
ally good producing cows, which the 
dairy farmer must have for profitable 
dairying. 

“The bull is not generally  con- 
sidered a producing member of the 
dairy herd,” says Professor F. W. 
Atkeson, head of the dairy department 
of the University of Idaho, who has 
during his short time at the univer- 
sity been largely responsible for noti- 
ceable strides of progress, “but farm- 
ers should consider more seriously the 
possibilities of increasing production 
through the sire. When the daugh- 
ter’s increase in butterfat production 
over the dam totals 115 pounds, as 
did the production of the daughters 
of King Segis Matador Walker, the 
bull distinctly becomes a producer in 
the herd. When one considers that 
approximately 150 pounds of butterfat 
is the average yearly production of 
the average cow in the state of Idaho 
it becomes evident that breeding to 
that famous bull resulted in an in- 
crease of production almost equal to 
the yield of the average cow. 

“Records such as these indicate that 
the use of purebred bulls is the best 
method of building up a herd of high 
producing animals and more con- 
sideration should be given to the se- 
lection of a herd sire.” 

Building the University of Idaho 
Holstein herd has been a long job, al- 
though the cost to the taxpayers has 
been remarkably low. Many changes 
have been made in the faculty po- 
sitions which supervise the herd de- 
velopment, but it has continued at 
the slow, consistent pace which any 
farmer can follow and eventually 
reach the same plane. The _ univer- 
sity and the state are mighty proud 
of the Holstein herd, which stands 
as a monument to the benefits of 
good breeding.

_ Minnesota State Milk Champion 





HE new Minnesota State Junior 
T two-year-old milk champion is 
Mankato Colantha Ormsby Bess 
No. 540351, bred by Marlow & Ran- 
dall, owners of the Mankato Holstein 
Farm, owned and developed by E. A. 


Barthelemy, proprietor of the St. 
Cloud Holstein Farm, St. Cloud, 
Minnesota. 

She was sold in the third Blue 


Earth County Consignment sale held 
at Mankato in March 1921 at the age 
of 22 months. Her sire is King Colan- 
tha Ormsby Bess, a line bred Ormsby 
having two crosses of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes, and whose sire, 
King Korndyke Colantha Ormsby, is 
a son of Miss Korndyke Maid Ormsby, 
a 1,255 lbs. record daughter of Pieter- 
tie Maid Ormsby. He also has a cross 
of that great old foundation cow, 
Spring Brook Bess Burke. His first 
nine dams average over 1,000 lbs. of 
butter in a year. 

Mankato Colantha Ormsby Bess is 
his first daughter to complete a year’s 
record. She calved on November 13, 
1921, at the age of two years, three 
months and 23 days. On seven days 
test made 505 Ibs. Of milk and 17.62 
lbs. butter. She started on semi-offi- 
cial test on November 15th, and in 
the month of December milked 2,214.8 
Ibs. In her ninth month during July, 
the hottest month in the year, nine 
months after freshening, she made 
2,190.6 lbs. of milk. She finished the 
year with 23,286.9 lbs. of milk, the 
Minnesota State Milk record for a 
junior two-year-old, and 817.45 Ibs. of 
butter, displacing the forre-r cham- 
pion, Johanna Deen Segis Pontiac, 
with 22,937.2 lbs. milk. She finished 
this state record in the very best of 
health and condition as shown by the 
accompanying photograph which was 
taken one month prior to the close of 
her record. 

A great amount of credit should be 
given George Hale, who came to the 
St. Cloud Holstein Farm as herdsman 
and took over the herd on April first. 
Mankato Colantha Ormsby Bess 
milked over 20,000 Ibs. of milk in 305 
days and she was bred to meet the re- 
quirements in this division and is due 
to freshen in January. This is next 


to the world’s record on milk in this 
division, only being beaten out a short 
time ago by the Hartsook Lankershim 
California cow as a senior yearling. 

Other daughters of King Colantha 
Ormsby Bess are on test in this herd 
as Jr. two-year-olds. Mankato Mech- 
thilde Ormsby Bess, freshening at two 
years and 24 days made over 20 lbs. 
of butter in seven days, and in 267 
days, has 12,303.7 lbs. of milk and 546 
lbs. of butter. The other, Lillamere 
Bonnie Clothilde, at two years and one 
month just finished a year’s record of 
12,481.7 lbs. of milk and 690 Ibs. of 
butter. 

The first three daughters of King 
Colantha Ormsby Bess to freshen in 
the Mankato Holstein Farms’ Herd 
made the following records. Mankato 
Segis Ormsby Bess, freshening as a 
junior two-year-old, made 23.11 Ibs. of 
butter and in eight months, 21 days 
has 15,627 lbs. of milk, and 627.79 lbs. 
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lbs. of butter in seven days and in five 
months and 27 days has 12,067.5 Ibs. 
of milk and 457.67 lbs. of butter. 
Mankato Lady Ormsby Bess, as a 
junior two-year-old, 19.79 lbs. of butter 
in seven days, in five months 8,311 Ibs. 
of milk and 305 lbs. of butter. His 
six tested daughters average 19.17 Ibs. 
of butter in seven days, five of them 
averaging over 20 lbs. A very high 
average will undoubtedly be made by 
these first six daughters of this sire 
to be tested as two-year-olds for the 
year. 

The daughters of King Colantha 
Ormsby Bess combine high production 
with show ring type. One of them 
winning first as a senior yearling at 
the 1921 Dairy Cattle Congress, also 
winning first and junior championship 
at the 1921 National Dairy Show. In 
1922 in the two-year-old classes his 
daughters stood second and fourth at 
the Minnesota State Fair, first at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress, and fourth an 
eighth at the National Dairy Show. 

In the spring of 1921 Mr. Barthelemy 
built a fine modern dairy barn on his 
farm six miles out of St. Cloud on 
State Highway, No. 23 between St. 
Cloud and Duluth. He purchased his 
first foundation animals in the Blue 
Earth County Consignment Sale at 
Mankato in March 1921 at which time 
he purchased 14 head. He followed 
this up by purchasing several of the 
best animals in the Minnesota State 
Sale at Faribault in May 1921. Among 
these being some very high record 
cows. One of these made a year rec- 
ord of over 1,000 lbs., another three- 
year-old with 960 lbs. of butter in a 
year and several others from 700 lbs. 
up. 

A half interest was purchased in the 
two herd sires owned by the Mankato 
Holstein Farm, Mankato Ruby Mara- 
thon Ormsby and Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad 8th. Line breeding of the Ormsby 
family will be followed at the St. 
Cloud Holstein Farm. 

Mankato Colantha Ormsby Bess is 
the first animal in this new herd to 
complete a year test and a state rec- 
ord at that. With these high class

RUBY FINISHES UNDER DIFFICUL- 
TIES 


A recent Gardner report carried the 
name of Ruby Karen Mercedes with 
a production of over 20,000 lbs. milk 
containing 975 lbs. butter as a six- 
year-old. This is her fourth year rec- 
ord, the four including two in heifer 
form averaging well over 900 lbs. but- 
ter.

A HIGH TESTER 


Supt. M. H. Gardner comments as 
follows covering the record of Hartog 
Pontiac Colantha Maid, officially re- 
ported in Bulletin No. 13: 

In this number of the Reported 
Tests Bulletin will be found the year- 
ly test of the cow Hartog Pontiac Co- 
lantha Maid No. 240502, as to which 
the announcement card has already 
been given considerable data. The 
high per cents fat shown by this cow 
is much above the average for a Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow, and is a trifle 
higher than it appeared in her test 
at six years of age. The cow was 
first tested officially as a junior two- 
year-old, showing 264.1 lbs. milk con- 
taining 12.537 lbs. fat, and a per cent 
fat of 4.75. She was not again tested 
until six years of age, at which time 
for her thirty-day test she showed 4.14 
per cent fat, producing in thirty days 
2023.4 lbs. milk containing 83.709 lbs. 
fat. She was continued during this 
lactation on long-time semi-official 
test and her average per cent fat for 
the year was 4.2. The 4.26 per cent 
shown in her eight-year-old form 
proves that there are Holstein-Fries- 
ian cows that can produce large quan- 
tities of milk and at the same time 
show a per cent fat exceeding four. 
In my estimation, if Holstein-Friesian 
breeders were to make an effort to 
raise the average of Holstein-Friesian 
milk in long-time testing from 3.4 per 
cent, where it now stands, to about 
3.6 or 3.7 per cent, it would be greatly 
to the advantage of the breed. It has 
long been my desire to see the aver- 
age of Holstein-Friesian milk raised 
to 3.7 per cent for cows in long-time 
semi-official test; and I think that if 
an earnest effort were made by our 
breeders, that point could be reached 
during the next twelve or fifteen years. 
Twelve or fifteen years may seem 
long to a young man, but it is a short 
time when one is measuring the prog- 
ress of a breed. The production for 
Hartog Pontiac Colantha Maid tabu- 
lated by months follows:
